Group III, claim(s) 1 , 36-45, drawn to only one encoded primary image containing 
information of interest and wherein said decoding mask is positioned relative to said 
secondary image such that said primary image can only be observed by an observer 
observing the security device along a line of sight substantially perpendicular to the 
plane in which the decoding mask is located. 

Group IV, claim(s) 46-67 and 75-77, drawn to a security apparatus adapted to be 
provided on or as a part of an item to be secured. 

Group V, claim(s) 68-74 and 78-81 , drawn to a method of securing an item. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the reasons stated above. 



Although claim 1 is generic to groups I, II, and III, it is not considered patentable 
over the patent to Garross et al. (US 2002/0190520). The patentability of the 
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application is thus based upon the special technical features of the dependent claims. 
In such a case, a lack of unity requirement is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
